a mover-of dedition, Treaſon, and 
Rebellion ; cnmuy theſe men 
were befides themſelves, and the 
Door befides his Text , may be 
ſcen inthis following Relation. 

Sir Henry Slingsby being firſt 
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- brought, co Trial , was iwpeached 


of high Treaſon ; tor, endeavour- 
ing to railea new. War; by vring- 
ing in, Charles Stuart. into Hull; he 
a firſt pleaded, Not guilty, and alſo 
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exciſed rhe dx , pretending it 
___ in ants oe So lrg 

Jeart with  Eage-tooles. 
Nirer chis D: or AT wa a- 
razgned for high Treaſon,' in theſe 
particulars: Firft , Tn raifing For- 
ces, and traitorouſly levying War 
dpainſt his Highneſs, ro ſubvert 
and deſtroy the Government. Se- 
condly, In promoting Charles Stu- 
art to be King of Exgland, Scot- 
lard, and retard, and keeping cor- 
reſpondency with the faid Charles 
Stuart; and by giving our Com- 
miffions from the faid Charles Stu- 
art, for the raifing of Forces, for to 
maintaina new War, 

The IndiQment of high Treaſon 
being read, he nor onely refuſed ro 
plead,bur begah ro queſtion the au- 
thority of the Court , andto give 
out very {editious Tpeeches to the 
people, againſt both the Govern- 
ment, and the Goyernours of the 

Nation : 
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Nation , endeavouring to takeoff 
the Peoples AﬀeRion from the 
preſent Government. 

The Court after much patience 
and gentleneſs rowards the Doctor, 
whoſe unhandſome carriage-rwight 
have provoked them ro advanta- 
ges againſt him, were notwith- 
ſtanding all inforced ro proceed: 
againſt himro judgement. 

Next after him was arraigned 
one Mr. Fohbw Mordant , brother: to 
the Earle of Peterborough, who 
after examination of Wirneſles, 
and other circumſtances, was found 
Norguiley, and thereupon he was 
quitred by rhe Court. 1 

The next day the prifoners, viz, 
Sir Henry Slingsby, DoQor Fobn 
Hewett, and Mr.Fohn Mordant, were 
all chree brought co the'Bar, where 
the Judgement of the Courr paſſed 
apainſt chem, as 'followerh: Sen- 
rence being to begiven by theLord 

Pre- 
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P his Lordſhip was pleaſed 


in the firſt place, ro expreſſe him- 


ſelf very piouſly and ſeriouſly to 
the rhree Priſoners at the Bar, ſer- 
ting torth the hainouſneſle of the 
ſaid Treaſon , exhorting them to 

ntance for the ſame, ſhewing 
them the ſad effc&s thereof both 
ro themſelves ſand others. Which 
being done, the finall Sentence and 
Judgement of the Court was read 
by the Clerk, as followeth: 

That upon conſideration of the 
Treaſons by them the ſaid Henry 
Slingsby , Knight, and fohn Hewes 
DoQor of Divinity, the Court be- 
ing ſatisfied in Judgement and 
Conſcience, that they the ſaid Sir 
Henry Slingsby , and DoQtor 7ohn 
Hewet , were both guilty of high 
Treafon; for which aforeſaid Trea- 
ſon, we do adjudge you the ſaid 
Sir Hezry Slingsby and 7obn Hewet, 
as falſe Traitors to His Highneſs 

the 
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the Lord Protector, and the Com- 
monwealth : to be conveyed back 
to the Tower, and from thence to 
be drawn through the City of Lone 
doen to the Gallows of Tybarn, and 
thereto be hanged,and being alive, 
co be cut down, and their Bowels 
taken out and burnt ; and their 


Heads cur off , and their Body di- 


vided into quarters, and aſter dil- 
poſed of according to His High- 
neſs che Lords Protectors p'ea- 
ſure. 

After this , ſeverall godly and 
reverend Miniſters, viz. Doctor 
keynolds, Mr. Joſeph Cary'/, Mr. Ed.- 
mund Callamy,and Mr.Ma rton, Were 
ordered by the Commiſſioners, to 
repair forthwith co the ſaid Sir 
Henry Slingsby, and D&tor Hewet, 
to fir and prepare them for death. 

Saturday the fifch of this in- 
ſtant June was the Day appointed 
for the Execution of Sir Henry 

Slingsby 
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Slingsby, and Dr, as, according 
to the orelaid Sentence, antac- 
cordingly Warrants were iſſued 
forth * the Execution of the 
ſaid Sentence; but His Highneſſe 


the Lord Protetor , upon addreſſe 


made to His Highneſle, was graci- 
ouſly pleaſed to grant a Reprieve 
for the ſaid Sir Henry Slingsby and 
Doctor Hewet, untill Tzeſday rhe 
Eighth day of this inftant June; 
and to revoke the ſaid Sentence 
pronounced againſt them, doing 
them this honour, as to Order, 
That they the ſaid Sir Henry Sling|- 
by, and 7ohn Hewet,ſhould be put co 
death, by having their Heads (c- 
vered from their Bodies on Tower- 
Hill, and all other Circumſtances 
in the ſaid Sentence to be remirted, 
And according to this Order of 
His Highneſs che ſaid Sir Henry 
Slingsby , and John Hewet Door 
of Divinity were both brought bo 
the 
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the Scaffold on Tower-Hilt, on 
Tueſday the Eigth day of chis In- 
ſtane June, The Scaffold | bring 
pared about ten of the clock, rhe 
jeutenant of the Tower of Londen 
delivered into the hands of the 
Sheriffs of London the priſoner Sir 
Henry Slingsby , who inamedlately 
conveyed him unto the Scaffold , 
there being - ſeverall Companies 
both of Horſe and Foot ,'befides 
the Officers belonging to'the ſaid 
Sheriffs, attending to char purpoſe, 
where in the preſence of many 
thouſands of people, who were 
there to behold this woefull Tra- 
pedy, they aſcended the Scaffold. 
Sir Henry Slingsby being mounted 
che Scaffold, immediately began ro 
rake leave of his Friends there pre- 
ſent, and to prepare himſelf for che 
ſtroke of death : he ſpake bur little, 
being not above halt an hour upon 
the Scaffold : ſeverall eminent Mi- 

niſters 
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Scaffold kneeled down to 
ſeveral times, and for oof 17 


ce of 

ſome'rwo hours continued ſpeak- 
ing, firſt cothe Sheriff, after tothe 
people there aſſembled , 'carried 
himſelf with much courage and re- 
ſolution, exhorting all men there 
preſent co prepare themſelves for 
dearth. Having ended his Speech, 
(che Particulars whereof' are tob 
largeto be inſerted here) only theſe 
he infiſted on,to clear himſelf, Thar 
he had no hand in the Jate Plor of 
Firing the City. He denyed thar 
the Marqueſs of Ormond lay at bis 
Houſe : or that he was at Bruges 
with Charles Staart. He excuſed his 
ignorance in the Law, for not plea- 
ding to his Charge. He prayed 
particularly for Charles Stuart, and 
that Family. Which donc,he again 
kneeled down to prayer , recom- 
mending himſelf ro God, heroſe up 
2ga1n, and pur 0a his cap, the Exe- 
cutioner

red himſelf for the diſmal Syrqak, 
and the ſign being given, as before 
by ſtretching forth his hands, 
Executioner at one blow ſeys 
his head from his body : which be- 
ing dane, his Corps was likewiſe 
px into; a Cofhn, being at the 
Scaffold very ready for that puit- 

ole , and ſo was conveighed away 

y his friends, by whom great pre- 
paration is made for his Funeral, at 
Gregory's near Payls.
